Bremer’s father, however, 
has challenged the photo- 
graphs purporting to show 
his son at the rallies. 

William Bremer, a Protes- 
tant of German, ancestry who 
lives in Milwaukee and drives 
a truck for a living, said soon 
after his son’s arrest: “It 
looks like they just superim- 
posed him on those pictures. 
Why should they have taken 
piotures of him when he was 
just another face in the 
crowd?” 


“RFK Must Die” is an ac- 
count of the assassination of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy on 
the night of the California 
primary in 1968 and of the 
subsequent trial and convic- 
tion of his assassin, Sirhan 
B. Sirhan. 

The book's author, Robert 
Blair Kaiser, is one of many 
journalists who have written 
to Bremer or his attorney 
seeking interviews. 

No reply has been made 
to Kaiser or any other jour- 
nalist, it was learned yester- 
day. ’ - •
